The distances to be traversed are approx- 
imately from Orenburg to Irkutsk 2300 
miles, "and should I have to proceed 
further to Jakutsk, the whole distance 
from Orenburg is about four thousand 
five hundred miles aud another thousand 
miles would bring me to the Pacific.
